General Discussion 


The superintendent of schools has kept in con- 
stant touch with your schools. He is gratified to 
see the pride which the community take in their 
schools. The school board meet frequently in order 
to tend to the duties of their office. The school 
board and the superintendent have met several times 
with the commissioner of education and his assis- 
tant in the interest of state aid to the school district. 
Hiveryone is gratified at the substantial amounts 
which have been granted for the improvement of 
the schools in general, and the Dole school in par- 
ticular. 
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An agreement has been made with the Windsor 
school board for the Dole school to take care of the 
Windsor children beginning with next fall. The 
Dole school will be enlarged and generally improved. 
to carry out the provisions of the agreement. It is 
hoped that this school alliance will continue for 
many years to the mutual advantage of the two: 
districts, as well as the state board of education. — 


The program of studies suggested by the state 
board of education is successfully carried out by the 
teachers. The schools are furnished with modern 
text books and scholars’ supplies. It is gratifying 
that Washington has so many children attending 
high school. We have reached a point in American 
life which justifies the belief that a high school edu- 
cation should be the minimum preparation for in- 
telligent citizenship. 


Intelligence and achievement tests have been ad- 
ministered in the schools in order to discover weak-- 
nesses in the children’s attainments, and to provide 
for any unsatisfactory results, and to help teachers. 
get the utmost cooperation from the pupils for the 
purpose of attaining one hundred per cent pro- 
motions at the end of the year. A democratic theory 
of education has been emphasized. Our aim is to 
fit the schools to the interests, needs, and capacities 
of the children. The various teachers have present-. 
ed before the public fine Christmas exercises, school] 
plays, and exhibits. The public has been very re- 
sponsive thus bringing the home and the schools. 
together in the interest of the children. 


Parents should not be too anxious to have their 
children skip grades. The ability to do the work of 
the next grade is not the only factor to consider. 
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The child who skips a grade misses the work, the in- 
formation, and the social contacts and development 
afforded by the year’s time spent in the grade. Chil- 
dren who skip grades oftentimes reach high school 
too immature to get full benefit from a high school 
education. Such children leave school so young 
that they run the risk of having to remain at home 
with nothing to do. | 


The superintendent appreciates deeply the fine 
response of the teachers, and the school board to 
everything which he has brought to their attention. 
He rejoices in his opportunity to make a contribution 
to the educational welfare of the splendid boys and 
girls of the Washington school district.
